Say s Rule Was Established to 
Prev ent Spread of 
Diseases. 


Dr. F. H. Brown, state v eteri­ 
narian, and secretary and ex ec­ 
utiv e officer of the 
Indiana 
Liv e Stock Sanitary Board, was 
a v isitor in Rushv ille and Rush 
county Tuesday . 
While here he conferred with 
County Agent Brown and sev ­ 
eral 
farmers 
concerning 
the 
regulation number 24 of the 
state board, which has to do 
with the use of serums and v ac­ 
cines by indiv iduals, and ov er 
which a stir has resulted in 
Rush county . The new ruling 
will be effectiv e Nov ember 1. 
Dr. Brown declared that a 
wrong impression was prev ailing 
as to the regulations gov erning 
the use of seruqis. In this con­ 
nection he issued the following 
statement which is of interest 
to farmers, stock raisers and 
poultry men of this county 
•More than eighty biological 
houses or firms located in v ari­ 
ous parts of the United States 
are priv ileged to market biolo­ 
gies prepared for use in connec­ 
tion with the treatment or pre­ 
v ention of infectious or com­ 
municable diseases of domestic 
animals. 
| 
"The biological products con­ 
taining liv ing or attenuated or­ 
ganisms and which are market­ 
ed in Indiana, hav e increased 
materially Ur number during the 
past few y ears. Their improper 
handling or use may cause an 
outbreak or ev en the spread of 
disease among domestic ammais 
and people. Howev er, they are 
an asset to the control of infec­ 
tious disease in domestic ani­ 
mals, if properly handled and 
judiciously used. I refer to Ra­ 
bies 
Vaccine, 
Anthrax , Spore 
Vaccine, Abortion Vaccine, Hog 
Cholera 
Virus, 
Chicken 
Pox 
Vaccine, etc. 
"Sev eral states hav e regula­ 
tions or laws relativ es to the use 
of this class of biologies and 
some of the abov e named pro­ 
ducts cannot be used ex cept on 
written 
officials permit. 
The 
State Liv e Stock Sanitary Board 
nad v ery little and, I might say , 
no control ov er the sale and use 
of such products until Regula­ 
tion 24 was adopted and any or 
ail of these products could be ob­ 
tained by any person who pos­ 
sessed the price, regardless of 
qualifications to use, sincerity or

to the county auditor. This re­ 
port had not been received here, 
and is expected in a day or so. 
The Rushville city council will 
probably hold a special session 
within the next two weeks to 
consider their budget. All such 
budgets must be published twice 
before the first of September, 
and final action is taken on 
them early in September. 
A budget, which is published, 
is supposed to be as near accur­ 
ate as possible for the contem­ 
plated expenditures for the next 
year. When the budget comes 
up for fin^l action, it may be 
lowered, 
but not 
increased. 
When each budget is given pub­ 
lication, it must set out a time 
and place for final action, and at 
that time taxpayers may appear 
and be heard. 
The 
taxing officials, 
after 
hearing 
such taxpayers, 
may 
either pass the budget as they 
see fit, or lower it. If the tax­ 
payers are still aggrieved over 
the rate, ten or more of them 
may petition in remonstrance 
form, and bring the state tax 
board to the community for a 
final decision.

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A SHAMEFUL CONDITION. 
Helen Buck ley, a writer for Good Housek eep­ 
ing Magazine, has just finished a tour of inspec­ 
tion of the county jails of the country, and the 
article in wdiich she describes w hat she saw* 
makes discouraging reading. 
In the typical jail, she says, prisoners are herd­ 
ed together in the utm ost congestion — often 
three men are crammed into a cell m eant for 
o ne. No attem pt is made to classify prisoners. 
An innocent m an held simply as a witness in a 
case may be made to rub elbows with safe-crack - 
ers, robbers and bootleggers. Young chaps who 
hav e made one minor slip are crowded in with 
hardest criminals and forced to live with them, 
week after week , in utter idleness. 
Sanitary conditions she found to be almost 
invariably atrocious. 
Nor was this entirely due 
to the antiquity of the jails. One of the cleanest 
jails she found was nearly a century old; one of 
the filthiest had been built less than a score of 
years ago. 
Toilet facilities were nearly always 
‘bad, beyond belief. Few jails were ever decent­ 
ly cleaned; in 
most cases the jailers 
simply 
sprayed quantities of disinfectant about, leaving 
the underlying dirt untouched and adding im- 


measourably to the foul stench of the place. 
All of this, of course, is not due to the men di­ 
rectly in charge of the jails. .By and large, the 
sheriffs of this county are decent and hum ane 
men. The trouble lies in the fact that the gen­ 
eral public does not care w hether its jails are in 
respectable shape or not. 
Any attem pt to pro­ 
vide decent living conditions for prisoners, in 
fact, is sure to be m et with the cry tha t crook s 
do not deserve good living quarters. 
The county jail, above all places of confine­ 
ment; 
however, ought to be clean, 
airy and 
roomy. 
It is well to remember that many men 
who are put in jail are eventually acquitted of 
the crimes of which they were accused. 
Men 
held as witnesses, not even accused of crime, are 
often lodged in jail. 
In addition, young men 
who could easily be reclaimed to lives of useful­ 
ness are transform ed into confirmed criminals 
by a few m onths in the average jail, which be­ 
cause of its congestion becomes simply a school 
of* crime. 
It is high time that the country work up to 
the situation and instituted a change. 
Miss 
Buck ley has done us all a service in revealing 
the conditions.

PIONEER RADIO STATE 


LEAST IN AIR RIGHTS 


W ashington (A. P.)—Pennsyl­ 
vania, birthplace of broadcasting 
in the United States, has less of 
its lawful share of radio facilities 
than any of the states. 
The “unit system ” adopted by 
the federal radio commission as 
a gauge of broadcast privileges 
shows the state where 
KDKA 
pioneered the ether is 8.98 units, 
or roughly, one cleared channel 
station and three regional 
sta ­ 
tions, under quota. 
Illinois, with 11.78 units over 
quota, leads in excess facilities 
while its neighbor Indiana is 3.59 
units short of its equitable share 
under the equalization clause of 
the radio law. While Illinois pop­ 
ulation is about twice tha t of In­ 
diana, the disparity in broadcast­ 
ing power is tenfold. Stations in 
the form er state have a total of 
172,000 Watts while those in the 
latter 
aggregate 
only 
15,700 
watts. 
Despite an excess in New York , 
of 4.82 units the first zone is 5.81 
units under quota, there being a 
small shortage in each of the 
New England states. The second 
zone which embraces Pennsylva­ 
nia, Ohio, Michigan, 
Virginia, 
West Virginia and Kentuck y is 
11.67 units below quota. 
The 
third 
zone, 
comprising 
southern states, is 9.9 over quota, 
Texas and Tennessee having 
a 
surplus of 7.05 and 5.77 units re­ 
spectively. The fourth zone, or 
middle west, has the largest ex­ 
cess, 19.61 units, and the surplus 
in the fifth zone or far west is 
12.73 units. 
The commission 
says 
there 
will be a “gradual im provem ent” 
of this condition.

Sanitary conditions she found to be almost/ 


invariably atrocious. Nor was .this entirely due 
to the antiquity of the jails. One of the cleanest 
jails she found^was nearly a' century old; one of 
tiie filthiest1 had been built less than a score of 
years ago. Toilet facilities were nearly always 
bad, beyond belief. Few jails were ever decent- 
ly cleaned; in most cases the jailers simply 
sprayed quantities of disinfectant about, leaving 
.Hfce underlying dirt untouched and adding im- 


measourably. to the foul stench of the place. 


• All of this, of course, is not Sue to the men Di- 
rectly-in charge of the jails. .By and large, the 
sheriffs of this county are deeent and humane 
men. The trouble lies in the fact that the.gen- 
eral public does not care whether its jails are in 
respectable shape or not. Any attempt to pro- 
vide decent living conditions, for prisoners, in 
fact, is sure to be met with the cry that crooks 
do not deserve good living quarters. 


The county ja'il, above all pSces of confine- 


ment" however; ought .to be clean, airy ,tand 
roomy. It is well to remember that many men 
who are put in jail are eventually acquitted of 
the crimes of which they were accused. Men 
held as witnesses, not even accused of crime, are 
often lodged in jail. In addition, young men 
who could easily be. reclaimed to lives of .useful- 
ness are transformed into confirmed criminals 
by a few months, in the average, jail, which be- 
cause of its congestion becomes* simply-a school 
of'crime.

unscrupulous purpose in pur- 
chasing same. In other words, 
these products could willfully be 
used to spread disease among 
domestic animals. 


-Regulation 24 restricts -the 


use of biologies containing living 
or attenuated organisms, except 
Hog Cholera Virus, to licensed 
veterinarians and within the 
wording of .Section 8, warns him 
that, his permit to use. and ad- 
minister such products can be 
revoked if he is found guilty be- 
fore said Board of price pyra- 
miding, carelessness, unscrupu- 
lous and unprofessional conduct 
in the ..use of same. Thes6 are 
only a part of the reasons to be 
considered as just-cause to re- 
voke a permit. 


-Regulation 24 permits the 


farmer and^live stock raiser to 
use" 
and administer Anti-Hog 


Cholera Serum and Hog Cholera 
Virus and any biological product 
that does not contain living or 
attenuated organisms or disease 
producing substance, under per- 
mit, to his own live stock and 
poultry. It provides a way by 
which the farmer can obtain a 
permit with a minimum amount 
of what some might term "red 
tape," however, a way by which 
the Board will have reasonable 
assurance of his knowledge and 
fitness to handle and use such 
products on his own live stock. 
It his own live stock dies from 
the -result of his treatment, that 
would be considered his business, 
however, if, as a result of his ad- 
ministration of biological pro- 
ducts to his own live stock, 
disease spreads to a neighbor's 
live stock, then in that event, 
it would become the 'public's 
business and here is where the 
Board's jurisdiction and lawful 
duty begins in their service to 
\,he general public of this good 
state." Such, a happening would, 
no doubt, jeopardize the farm- 
er's permit and privilege to use 
such products. 


-Permits issued by the Live 


Stock Sanitary Board are per- 
manent subject, however, to be 
revoked'for any just cause which 
may seem sufficient 
to the 


Board. 
Persons 
experiencing 


difficulty in obtaining licensed 
veterinarian's approval of ap- 
plication for permit should com- 
municate with the Live Stock 
Sanitary. Board, State House, In- 
dianapolis, Indiana. 


-The General Assembly of In- 


diana passed a law in 1905 and 
amended same in 1911 and 1919, 
whicfi provided that any person 
who desires to practice veterin- 
ary medicine or surgery.hi Indi^ 
ana, shall first obtain a license

The Board is attempting to 


place responsibility for the use 
of certain bioligics and, in so 
doing, we naturally assume that 
they must follow the law. They 
are placing the licensed veteri- 
narian, as well as any other per- 
son holding permit to use bio- 
logics, in an accountable posi-~ 
tion to the Board for the use of 
such materials, and in order for 
them to govern the marketing of 
such products in Indiana, it was 
necessary for them to establish 
some ruling as to how the pro- 
ducts should be marketed. IT 
this connection, they have de- 
termined that such products 
shall only be marketed and 
placed in the hands of men who. 
are holding permits to use or 
administer. them. 


"When we stop to consider 


that the Indiana Live Stock 
Sanitary Board'is composed of 
three farmers and two veteri- 
narians, thus giving the farmer 
the control of the Board, which 
he rightly deserves, we may 1eel 
assured that 'these three farm- 
ers are not going to vote for the 
passage of any regulation, in 
connection with the control of 
infectious diseases of live stock, 
which isjierogatory to the farm- 
er's best^interests. 
/. "After the regulation, applica- 
tion for permit and letter which 
accompanies this information, 
has been read over carefully, it 
will be realized that the Indiana 
Live Stock Sanitary Board has 
not, neither do they desire to de- 
prive the farmer of the privilege 
of-'vaccinating his own. hogs, if' 
he so desires and \shows 'know- 
ledge, and reasonable- proof--of 
his ability in this connection/,.,: 


"Before this regulation was 


passed and before it becomes'ef-. 
fective, any person, regardless'of 
his intent in so doing, could pur- 
chase any dangerous biological 
preparation and, if he so desired, 
could, cause an outbreak 'of 
disease .among;;live stock •• and 
the Board would have.very little' 
jurisdiction in the matter.
